Ford, back in the White House after his 
last scheduled flight on the presidential 
jet Air Force One, is planning a busy 
final 17 days as the nation’s chief 
executive. 
The President and Mrs. Ford returned 
to Washington on Sunday night after a 
two-week ,Christmas and New Year's 
vacation at Vail, Colo. 
During the flight from Vail, Mrs. Ford 
told reporters aboard Air Force One that 
she feels a “ sense of relaxation” now 
that Ford’s two-and-one-half year term is 
coming to an end. 
“ I am just very happy to have a well, 
happy husband to spend a few years en­ 
joying life together,” she said, “ I would 
have been very happy if he had won but I 
wasn't completely distraught over the 
outcome of the election,” she added. 
The President, who skied nearly every 
day at the mountain resort, promised 
reporters before he left for Washington 
that he would be an active leader during 
his final days in office, “ Because I ’m 
President until Jan. 20,” he explained. 
Jimmy Carter is inaugurated Jan, 20. 
During the closing weeks. Ford will: 
—Direct the end of government con­ 
trols on gasoline prices. The move, ex­ 
pected Tuesday, probably will meet 
strong opposition in Congress. 
—Send to Congress his recommenda­ 
tion for a tax cut, expected to total about 
$10 billion for individuals, plus tax 
breaks for corporations. 


Congress is not expected to go along, 
instead leaving any tax cut decision to 
Jimmy Carter when he takes office. 
—Decide whether to reconsider grant­ 
ing blanket amnesty to Vietnam-era 
draft evaders and military deserters. He 
is unlikely to alt6r his previous stand 
against 
such 
a 
blanket 
pardon 
or 
amnesty. 
—Introduce legislation proposing that 
Puerto Rico be admitted as the 51st state. 
This proposal, made Friday, has been 
met by considerable opposition both in 
Congress and in Puerto Rico. 
—Decide 
whether 
to 
recommend 
significant pay raises for members of 
Congress and 2,500 high federal officials. 
Ford has indicated he might leave this 
decision up to Carter. 


The President also must complete 
three documents: the State of the Union 
message to Congress by Jan. 12, the 
fiscal 1978 budget to be sent Jan. 17 and 
an economic message to be sent a day or 
two later, 


Republican politics also will figure pro­ 
minently on Ford’s agenda. 


The Republican National Committee 
will meet late this month to select a suc­ 
cessor to Mary Louise Smith, who is 
resigning as chairman. 


Ford plans to hold a second Republican 
summit meeting this week, with Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller, former 
Texas Gov. John B. Connally and former 
California Gov, Ronald Reagan

PLAINS, Ga. (AP) — President-elect 
Carter is focusing anew on government 
reorganization, one of bis major cam­ 
paign promises. 
The President-elect is meeting today 
with Thomas B. “ Bert” Lance, his 
nominee as director of the Office of 
\ 
Management and Budget, and Chairman 
Jack Brooks, D-Tex., of the House 
. Government Operations Committee. 
The Brooks committee and its Senate 
counterpart, chaired by Sen Abraham 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., would act on any 
legislation embodying Carters cam­ 
paign pledge to reduce drastically the 
number of federal agencies, boards, 
commissions and committees. 
Last month, Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., said after meeting here with 
Carter that he was going to talk to Brooks 
and Ribicoff about a Carter plan to 
amalgamate the federal government’s 
energy-related activities 
If carried out, this would create a new 
Department of Energy and Natural 
Resources that would give a Cabinet slot 
to former Defense Secretary James R 
Schlesinger, named by Carter as his 
White House assistant for energy policy.

Consumers 
to have to 
hunt harder

Consumers trying to start 1977 with a 
balanced food budget are going to have to 
hunt harder for bargains. An Associated 
Press marketbasket survey shows that 
1976 ended with price boosts for a wide 
range of items. 
The AP drew up a random list of 15 
commonly purchased food and nonfood 
products, checked the prices on March 1, 
1973 at one supermarket in each of 13 
cities and has rechecked on or about the 
start of each succeeding month. 
Among the findings in the latest 
survey; 
-The marketbasket bill increased at 
the checklist store in 12 cities during 
December, up an average of 5.1 per cent. 
The only decline, 5.9 per cent, was in 
Boston. On an overall basis, the market­ 
basket bill at the checklist stores went up 
4.3 per cent in 
December 
During 
November, the marketbasket bill was up 
at the checklist store in six cities, down in 
six and unchanged in one. 
—Price rises in grocery bills during 
1976 were due mainly to the soaring cost 
of coffee. The AP survey found the 
marketbasket bill at the start of this 
month was up at the checklist store in 10 
cities and down in three, for an overall in­ 
crease of 3.5 per cent. Coffee was up in 12 
cities over the year, rising an average of 
63 per cent, and was unavailable in the 
requested size and brand at the checklist 
store in the 13th city. When coffee was 
subtracted from the marketbasket bill in 
the 12 cities where it was available, the 
AP survey showed that this January’s 
totals were less than last year at the 
checklist store in most areas, for an 
overall decrease of 3.4 per cent. 
—Beef prices, which declined during 
much of 1976, started rising again as the 
year drew to a close and are expected to 
continue increasing. The cost of a pound 
of chopped chuck increased in seven 
cities’during December The reason’’ A 
decreasing supply of cattle, according to 
industry spokesmen who say ranchers 
have been cutting back herds because 
they aren’t getting paid enough for their 
animals. 
—On the bright side, pork prices con­ 
tinued to drop during December. The 
cost of a pound of center cut pork chops 
decreased in six cities last month. The 
situation is exactly the opposite of what’s 
happening with beef, hog farmers, en­ 
couraged by the high price they got in 
1975 and by the abundant supplies of corn 
to feed the animals, have been increasing 
their production. 
—The trends in beef and pork prices 
are expected to continue, according to

PORT ELIZABETH . South Africa (P) 
— British envoy Ivor Richard met for 
three hours today with Prime Minister 
John Vorster to discuss the deadlock in 
negotiations for a black takeover of 
power 
in 
neighboring, 
white-ruled 
Rhodesia. 
The talks were “ useful, helpful and 
constructive” and “ 1 hope we may meet 
again within a week or two,” Richard 
said after emerging from Vorster's 
vacation home near this southern coastal 
city. 
The Briton is chairman of the stalled 
Geneva negotiations between white and 
black Rhodesians on the political future 
of the breakaway British colony where 
blacks outnumber whites 25-1 
He 
arrived here Sunday after a 
weekend meeting with Rhodesian Prime 
Minister Ian Smith, who reportedly re­ 
jected Richard's proposals for a direct 
British role in an interim Rhodesian 
government leading to black majority 
rule. 
Vorster 
had 
little 
comment 
for 
reporters on the meeting. He said. 


however, that he had not been in touch 
with Smith over the w eekend and did not 
plan to meet w ith the Rhodesian leader. 
Asked how his discussions with Vorster 
were useful. Richard replied. “ I think an 
exchange of views 
with the prime 
minister of South Africa on Rhodesia is 
bound to be helpful in trying to deal with 
the situation.”

— Claudine 
Longet. whose trial on charges of killing 
her lover opens today, may learn within 
as little as two weeks whether she goes 
free or faces up to 10 years in prison, her 
judge predicts. 
But the defense says extensive publici­ 
ty will prolong the task of picking an un­ 
biased jury to try the 34-year-old 
singer-actress. 
The first 75 in a group of 300 potential 
jurors were due in court for questioning 
today in Miss Longet’s manslaughter 
trial in the March 21 
death of 
professional skier Vladimir “ Spider” 
Sabich. 
Dist, Atty. Frank Tucker said many 
potential jurors in this Rocky Mountain 
ski resort may be disqualified because 
they knew Sabich, Miss Longet or both. 
Miss Longet. former wife of singer An­ 
dy Williams, is accused of shooting 
Sabich, 31. who was killed with a 22- 
caliber pistol in the $250,000 home they 
shared on a mountainside above Aspen. 
Miss Longet contends the gun she was 
holding fired accidentally. 
Among possible witnesses is Noel 
Williams, 12. one of Miss Longet’s three 
children by Williams. The girl reportedly 
was in the house when Sabich was shot. 
To obtain a guilty verdict, the law re­ 
quires prosecutors to show Miss Longet 
“ consciously disregarded a substantial 
and unjustifiable risk” to Sabich in the 
shooting. 
Defense attorney Ronald D. Austin 
said Andy Williams, who has remained 
friends with his ex-wife, would attend at 
least part of the trial. He was at her side 
during earlier court appearances. 
Jury selection in the 70-seat courtroom 
was scheduled to last until the middle of 
next week. Potential jurors were to 
appear in groups of 75 today, Wednesday, 
Friday and next Tuesday. 


Pitkin County District Court Judge 
George E. Lohr estimated over he 
weekend that the trial would last two to 
four weeks. But Austin, sharing duties 
with Charles V. Weedman, said he feared 
heavy prior news coverage could make 
the trial take “ longer than usual.” Austin 
said he believed Miss Longet could get a 
fair trial. 


The French-born Miss Longet, who is 
free on a $5.000 personal recognizance 
bond, stayed with friends in Aspen, 
including singer John Denver, after the 
shooting. She later moved into a $153,000 
house she purchased last spring. Austin 
said.

That case will be heard 
onMarch 3. 
The second-degree murder trial of 
Harold Williams Jr.. 21. 212 North 
Washington, will be heard by Judge Con­ 
ley during the week of March 21. 
Williams is charged with the fatal 
shooting of Melvin Gerald Anderson, 28, 
Kansas City, on March 21 on the city’s 
north side. 
The other cases to be heard by other 
judges include those involving uniform 
support, assault, possession of controlled 
substances, burglary, stealing, robbery 
and probation revocation. Most of those 
cases involve felony charges. 
Cases filed through the prosecuting at­ 
torney’s office after Barnes resigned as 
assistant prosecutor may be heard by 
him.

Davis, other educators

D-.Moberly, that the col­ 
leges are witholding information 


College officials have stated that, 
under the federal privacy act,‘certain in­ 
formation about students may not be 
divulged without the permission of the 
student. Tuesday’s meeting, Davis said, 
was not specially called to discuss this 
situation but, rather, is normally 
scheduled in conjunction with the regular 
sessions of the Missouri Council on 
Public Higher Education, which also 
meets Tuesday. 


Davis said Monday Baker wishes to 
know the name of each junior college stu­ 
dent, the student’s social security 
number, the courses each student takes, 
the total number of credit hours taken by 
each student, the names of all college in­ 
structors and the instructors’ academic 
credentials. 


Baker has said he desires this informa­ 
tion because “ we (the state legislature) 
know that some («junior colleges) have 
overstated state aid and they way to 
check it is through class rosters.” Much 
information. Davis said Monday, is con­ 
tained in the colleges’ annual audit 
reports. SFCC’s audits are prepared by 
Shirley Wagner and Co. 


Such detailed information as requested 
by Baker is not required of four-year in­ 
stitutions such as the University of 
Missouri and Central Missouri State 
University. Davis said.

Coyote scalps 
bring $2,635 


Pettis County paid a total of $2,6.35 in 
coyote bounties during 1976. 
The controversial bounty on coyote 
scalps was reinstated by the County 
Court last year because of livestock kill­ 
ings and other damage in the county 
reportedly caused by coyotes. 
The county pays $5 for adult coyotes 
and $2.50 for each coyote pup killed. 
Bounties were collected on 527 adult 
coyotes last year. No coyote pups were 
turned in, according to the County Court, 
which oversees the bounty program. 
The County Court said Monday morn­ 
ing that the program will be continued 
this year, with another $4,000 being set 
aside in the budget for the bounty fund. 
The bounty on coyotes was discon­ 
tinued by county officials in 1971, when it 
was.believed that a large number of out- 
of-county coyote scalps were being 
hauled into Sedalia for payment. 
Very few cases of such abuse to the 
bounty program 
here have been 
suspected this year, according to County 
Court members. Most of the farmers and 
hunters are known by one or more 
members of the court, it was noted.

His memory will be preserv ed for 
posterity , 
howev er, 
in 
two 
literary 
tomes 
The first, en titled "Creed of a 
Con gressman : 
F. Edward Hebert of 
Lou isian a.’’ was pu blished in 197 0. The 
secon d, with the ev en more epic title of 
"Last of the Titan s: The Life an d Times 
of Con gressman F. Edward Hebert of 
Lou isian a." was pu blished this y ear. 


A self-sty led historian n amed Glen n 
Con rad as.sisled the con gressman with 
both works. Be was employ ed by the 
pu blisher, 
the Cen ter 
for Lou isian a 
Stu dies, 
Bu t he also tu rn ed u p on 
Hebert’s con gression al pay roll du rin g 
the pi eparation of the two books. 


He was paid by the tax pay ers for fiv e 
mon ths in 1969 an d sev en mon ths in 197 0 
at an an n u al scale that » x n in ced from 


$2,28 0 to $6,337 with a $1,000 bon u s. Again 
this y ear, he appeared on the pu blic 
pay roll briefly as a "writer" at the 
mon thly rate of $1,000. 


The first book, accordin g to Library of 
Con gress 
records, 
was “edited 
an d 
ev alu ated by Virgin ia R. Bu rgu ieres.’’ 
Her n am e is also listed on Hebert’s 
gov ern men t pay roll. Her salary was 
boosted from $5,38 0 to more than $19 ,000 
in Ju n e, 1969, at abou t the time she began 
her editin g an d ev alu atin g. 


The con gressman helped to write the 
secon d tribu te to himself; his co-au thor 
is iden tified as John McMillan . For more 
than two y ears, McMillan has been listed 
on 
the 
con gression al 
pay roll 
as 
a 
"special aide’’ at an an n u al salary of 
more than $22,000. 


On the scale of v alu es u pon "which 
statesm en are u su ally ju dged, Hebert 
might appear to be ov errated by his 
biographers.

homage he receiv es from the Pen tagon 
an d from the man u factu rers of U.S. ar­ 
mam en ts.

In m an y way s. Eddie Hebert has been 
more v alu able to the military -mu n ition s 
combin e than an y fou r-star gen eral. He 
fou ght for military appropriation s on 
Capitol Hill with a v alor abov e an d 
bey on d the call of du ty .

M iddle East buying 
American produce 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Sales of U.S. poultry to the oil- 
rich Middle East are thriving, 
along with exports of live hogs 
and cattle, onions, prunes and 
tobacco 
to some 
other 
overseas 
markets, 
the 
Agriculture Department said 
today. 
Wheat, soybeans, corn and 
cotton are the biggest items 
sold by American farmers 
overseas, but the other pro­ 
ducts are important and are 
making rapid gains. 
For example, frozen poultry 
shipments to the Midd e East 
may total around S40 million 
this year and could climb to 
$100' million 
in 
1977, 
the 
d e p a r t m e n t ' s 
F o r e ig n 
Agricultural Service said in a 
weekly report. 
R e c e n t 
la r g e sales, 
estimated at about $30 million, 
have been made to Iraq. Other 
big U.S. poultry buyers in­ 
clude 
Iran. 
Saudi Arabia. 
Egypt and the United Arab 
Emirates, the report said 
John B. 
Parker Jr.. an 
analyst in USDA’s Economic 
Research Service, said that 
“ consumer 
demand 
for 
poultry meat is rapidly in­ 
creasing” in the Miadle East 
and that the United States is 
overtaking 
France as 
the 
leading supplier of broiler 
chicken and other poultry. 
Total U.S. farm exports to 
all countries are about $22 
billion this year, with grain 
alone accounting for more 
than half. 
Another article in the agen­ 
cy’s report said that sales of 
liVe U.S. breeding hogs to Ita­ 
ly set a record this year when 
460 head were delivered last 
July. 
Those were followed with 
408 more hogs sold to Italy in 
August.

Senate subcommittee on ad­ 
ministrative practice and pro­ 
cedure chaired by Sen. Ed­ 
ward Kennedy. D-Mass. The 
study was pubiished Sunday. 
EPA Administrator Russell 
Train responded by conceding 
that his agency 'had made 
mistakes in its pesticide pro­ 
gram. but he rejected implica­ 
tions in the report that the 
agency acted secretly and 
broke its own regulations to 
cover up those mistakes. 
Kennedy’s panel found that 
the EPA was given a nearly 
impossible task by Congress 
in 1972 — that of testing and 
classifying some 50.000 pro­ 
ducts ’ for 
safety 
and en­ 
vironmental 
hazards. 
Con­ 
gress set a 1976 deadline for 
the tests, but extended it to Oc­ 
tober 1977. 
Faced with the testing pro­ 
blem. Kennedy said, the EPA 
fell back on questionable pro­ 
cedures. such as reliance on 
tests done as much as 25 years 
ago by the pesticide industry. 
One example cited in the 
study involved the chemical 
leptophos, which was used to 


eliminate pests on tomatoes 
and lettuce. Recent research 
has shown that leptophos af­ 
fects 
the 
human 
nervous 
system in the same way as 
rattlesnake venom 
The EPA heard warnings 
about leptophos in 1973 and 
1974 from a variety of scien­ 
tists. the study said. But it con­ 
tinued to rely on old tests by 
leptophos’ 
manufacturer, 
which said the chemical was 
safe. The EPA did not halt 
production of the chemical un­ 
til 1976. 
Kennedy said the "failure to 
validate testing data 
. has 
caused needless and costly 
delay in determining to what 
extent pesticides currently on 
the 
market 
cause 
such 
adverse effects as cancer, 
birth defects, and interference 
with biological reproduction.” 
Kennedy criticized an EPA 
plan adopted in 1974. whereby 
it gave a secondary priority to 
more than two-thirds of the 
50,000 pesticide products to be 
tested The top priority went 
to 15,000 products the EPA felt 
more likely to be dangerous. 
The agency generally took 
the 
word 
of 
pesticide 
manufacturers for the safety 
of products in the secondary 
category. 
EPA administrator Train, 
in a letter to Kennedy that was 
also released Sunday, said 
that strategy was adopted 
publicly. Train asked Ken­ 
nedy whether the public in­ 


terest would be better served 
by undertaking a complete 
review of every 
chemical, 
which could take 20 years, or 
by continuing to concentrate 
on pesticides suspected of be­ 
ing dangerous. 
“ In actuality, there is no 
alternative but to sacrifice 
some degree of either certain­ 
ty or timeliness.”

“Should we go to M a rs'' Can 
we live in space for the three 
years the trip will take^ Our 
committee is going to have to 
answer these questions,” he 
said in an interview. 


Since 
nothing 
is 
known 
about space reproduction, it’s 
natural to worry about genetic 
changes, he said, citing as ex­ 
am ples strange things caused 
by weightlessness — hearts 
shrink in size, the body loses 
fluids, m ucus can’t drain, and 
there is no sense of up or 
down. 


“We will study the biology of

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Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 59, 
female, married and have 
high blood pressure around 
175. 
I 
am 
worried 
about 
strokes or a heart attack, but 
my faith believes only “ God” 
is the greatest of all physi­ 
cians. I wonder if you can buy 
something over the counter at 
a drug store'’ 
Dear Reader — 
If .you 
belong to the faith I think you 
might, you may be interested 
to know the lady who founded 
the faith wore glasses -- but I 
don’t know where she bought 
them. 
You should be concerned 
about your blood pressure as it 
does increase the chances that 
you could have either a stroke 
or 
heart 
attack 
or 
other 
disorders 
associated 
with 
diseased arteries. 
I usually prefer to see a per­ 
son with high blood pressure 
improve his or her living pat­ 
terns first if that can be done. 
If you have any amount of fat 
at all under your skin, go on a 
sensible diet and exercise dai­ 
ly. At least try to walk 30 
minutes to an hour a day. 
Walk in two sessions if you 
need to, in order to not be un­ 
comfortable. 
The weight loss often lowers 
a person’s blood pressure, and 
when it is successful it is far 
better 
for 
you 
than 
any 
medicines 
available 
for 
moderate elevations of blood 
pressure. 
Also you should avoid cof­ 
fee, tea and colas, as well as 
cigarettes. 
None of these measures 
should conflict with your faith. 
I know of no Christian religion 
that is against a good healthy 
diet program, exercise and 
avoiding 
cigarettes, 
coffee 
and tea. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — Do you 
have any information pertain­ 
ing to appendicitis and how to 
prevent it?

definite information on how to 
prevent 
attacks of 
appen­ 
dicitis. Dr. Burkitt and others 
who have studied the effects of 
cereal fiber bulk in the diet 
believe that appendicitis is 
rare in people who have suffi­ 
cient cereal fiber in their diet. 
These investigators believe 
appendicitis is just one of 
many diseases that we suffer 
because 
of our 
modern 
bulkless diet that leads to poor 
colon function 
Appendicitis may be con­ 
fused 
with 
several 
other 
medical conditions. These in­ 
clude the pain a girl may have 
related to ovulation, or inflam­ 
mation of large lymph nodes 
inside the abdomen in either 
sex 
Once a case of appendicitis 


is definitely diagnosed most 
doctors agree that the only 
treatment is surgical. If the 
patient is severely ill for any 
reason, a period of patient 
preparation may be required. 
This can be required if the ap­ 
pendix has already ruptured. 
Otherwise, one of the few con­ 
ditions for delaying surgery 
would be a very recent heart 
attack or similar severe ill­ 
ness. 
In general doctors do not 
think trying to abort the at­ 
tack with antibiotics s accept­ 
able. The risks are too great.

holding 112 of the 163 seats, he 
as the chief House official 
should maintain full control. 
It is for that reason that he 
has rejected any suggestion 
that Republicans be allowed to 
name their own committee 
members, a practice followed 
in the Senate. 
“ If I’m the one who will be 
held responsible for the ac­ 
tivities of the House, then I 
want to be the one controlling 
it,” Rothman says. 


He 
has 
already 
made 
changes in the chamber’s ad­ 
ministration to meet what he 
terms his “ chief priority“ —to 
“ streamline the internal pro­ 
cedures of the House” 
Since he first entered the 
House in 1963, Rothman, one 
of 20 lawyers serving in the 
chamber, has been consumer 
oriented, compiling one of the 
least favorable voting records 
in 
the 
eyes of the 
state 
Chamber of Commerce. 
He has also compiled a 
somewhat liberal record in the 
area of criminal law revisions, 
opposing reinstitution of the 
death penalty and backing 
bills to compensate victims of 
violent crimes. 


But in recent years, he has 
all but made an increase in 
legislative salaries a personal 
crusade, claiming that only 
higher pay will enable the 
state 
to 
retain 
competent 
public officials.

“ banzai,” — long life — one 
man shouted demands that 
Hirohito be investigated for in­ 
volvement in World War II, 
Palace guards removed the 
man. 


Hirohito, 75, began his reign 
Dec. 26, 1926. The public is in­ 
vited twice a year to greet the 
emperor, on Jan. 2 and on his 
birthday. April 29.

Cost of claim s hikes prices

Premiums for automobile 
insurance are soaring as com­ 
panies complain they cannot 
afford the 
rising 
cost of 
repairs and the increased 
number of claims. Motorists 
can save money, however, if 
they shop around and follow a 
few simple rules. 


The Bureau of 
Labor 
Statistics reports that auto in­ 
surance 
premiums, 
as 
measured by the Consumer 
Price Index, increased 1 per 
cent from September to Oc­ 
tober The cost of auto in­ 
surance in October was 20.2 
per cent higher than it was at 
the start of the year 
The increase is more than 
four times the rise in the 
overall Consumer Price Index 
during the same period. It 
compares to a boost for auto 
insurance premiums of under 
6 per cent in 1975 and less than 
1 percent in all of 1974 
Government figures compil­ 
ed by the Conference Boara. a 
nonprofit business research 
group, show Americans spent 
just over $5 billion on auto in­ 
surance — premiums minus 
claims paid out — in 1975. 
That’s about one-eighth of the 


amount they spent to buy the 
cars in the first place. 
The insurance companies 
say the costs they have to pay 
have increased. 
They cite 
higher medical bills and in­ 
creased prices for auto parts 
used in repairs. No-fault in­ 
surance plans were designed 
to hold the lid on premiums by 
eliminating 
some costly 
lawsuits But the no-fault laws 
generally do 
not coVer 
property damage, only bodily 
injury. And some of the no- 
fault laws allow’ legal action in 
cases where medical costs ex­ 
ceed relatively low level. 
How can you cut your costs’’ 
Most important, according 
to the Illinois Department of 
Insurance, is to shop around. 
A 1975 study prepared for the 
Kemper Insurance Cos. show­ 
ed that 72 per cent of those 
questioned considered only 
one company when buying in­ 
surance. The Illinois agency 
recommends 
comparing 
prices and services of at least 
three insurers. 
To point up the importance 
of comparison shopping, the 
insurance department looked 
at the hypothetical case of a 
34-year-old married man in 
1974. Depending on where he 
lived and which company he 


purchased his insurance from, 
the man could have paid 
anywhere from $115 to $794 for 
exactly the same amount of 
coverage. 
—Drive safely. The fewer 
accidents you hâve, the lower 
your rate. * 
—Try to pay your premiums 
for the full period of the policy. 
It costs more to pay on the in­ 
stallment plan. 
—Consider increasing the 
amount of your “ deductibles,” 
A deductible is the part of the 
loss you pay yourself. .Sup­ 
pose. for example, you have a 
collision policy with a $50 
deductible and* you are in an 
accident involving $300 worth 
of damage to your car. You 
pay $50: the auto company 
pays the rest. If you agree to 
pay a bigger part of the loss in 
case of 
accident, 
your 
premium will be lower. 
-Cancel any insurance you 
won’t use. Do you really need 
collision coverage on that old 
car’.' The cost of repairs might 
be more than the value of the 
auto. 
-Don’t drive to work. If you 
must, find out if your company 
offers a car-pool discount: 
about half of al companies do, 
according to the Illinois in­ 
surance department. 


LOS ANGELES (API - 
Jazz

has died of a heart attack at 
53. 


Garner, who died Sunday en 
route to Cedars Sinai Medical

native Pittsburgh for 
burial. 


His best-known composition 
was 
“ Misty.” 
which he 
recorded in 1956. With words 
added later by Johnny Burke, 
the song became a hit for 
singers Johnny Mathis and 
Sara 
Vaughan 
and was 
featured in the Clint Eastwood 
film. “ Play Misty for Me,” 


Garner also wrote such hits 
as "Dreamy." 
“ Gaslight.” 
“ Solitaire” and “ That’s My 
Kick,” 
His most famous 
album was “ Concerts by the 
Sea.”

Born in 1923, Garner began 
playing the piano at age 3 
when he simply stood and 
reached up to the keys. He 
could memorize any piece at 
one sitting and resisted efforts 
to teach him to read music. 
G arner’s late father. 
Ernest, played the trombone, 
mandolin and piano as a hob­ 
by. Three of Garner’s five 
brothers and sisters are 
amateur musicians, and a 
fourth 
is a professional 
arranger. 
Garner began appearing 
regularly on station KDKA in 
Pittsburgh at age 7 with a 
group called the Candy Kids. 
By age 11, he was substituting 
for pianists on Allegheny 
riverboats. 
He began playing with local 
groups in 1937 and went to 


New York in 1944. where he 
took engagements at small 
clubs. He worked with the 
Slam Stewart trio, then form­ 
ed a trio of his own and ap­
